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Shall the Laws be Enforced Against
the Whisky=Makers ¢

Tan Special Congressionnl Committes ap-
pointed to investigate the frauds committed
on the Government in the payment and col-
laction of internal revenue duties on distilled
gpirits, very appropriately oall attention to
the * Compromises with fraud which have
formed so striking a feature of the past admin-
istration of the internal revenus laws, as one
of the chief evils to be condemuned and guarded
against. They make the remarkable state-
ment that, of all the selzures and prosecutions
in the cities of New York, Philadelphia, and
Brooklyn, they cannot ascertain that a single
one has been pursued to the extreme limit
provided by the law. Is it to be wondered at,
in the face of such a statement as this, that
the Government is systematically and persist.
ently and boldly swindled in the whisky
business ; and that a source of revenue
which might pay a hundred millions of dollars
yearly into the Treasury yields but a beggarly
pittance ! What elge could be expscted when
the law is so feebly enforced? Suppose no
thioves were punished, would not larceny
increase ¢

Very sensibly, too, does the Committes sug-
gest whethar or not it is wise to continue in
the Treasury Department the power to com-
promise and settle cases of seizure for viola-
tions of the law. They say:—

“1t 18 obviously diffioult, If not quite impos.
sible, for the Beorctary of the Treasary or the
Commissioner of Internal Rovenus to acquire
suffiolent knowledge of the real faols ln any
ﬁiven onso Lo make a proper determiontion and

nal disposition of It, In moust lustances he
must rely upon ex parie statements, and de-

nding very muck for his Information upon
he opinlons and recominendations of collee-
tors, assessors, and Inspectors, to siy nothing
of Lbe influence created by the Imporiunities
of the oculprit and hils parsoual and political
friends, he is llable to be decgived by thestale-
ments of interested persons. Why should not
these offenses be disposed of by the same roles
thatare applicable to other violations of Lhe
laws of the laud? The couris,.open to the ob-
servation of the public, lu wnich casss are
proseouted by public offleers, aud evidence is
recelved according to the rules of law, subject
to the tesl of eross-examination and liable to
rebutial, would be much more likely to ad-
minister substantinl justice, would secure n
gﬂntor degree of public condtlenco. and would
far more effective in holding a rod of terror
over the heads of evil doers,”

Those who are familiar with the prastical
working of these compromise cases will at
onoe appreciate the force of the Committea’s
suggestions on this point. So gigantic arve
some of these whisky frauds that they spread
out into wide combinations, including local
officers both of the Btate and United States
Governments, prominent politicians of both
political parties, and sometimes even members
of Congress themselves, The moment one of
these enormous swindles is disturbiad by the
officers of the law, a tremendous “outside
pressure’’ —personal, political, and monetary
—is brought to bear to prevent the guilty
parties from being brought to justice. If the
local officers of the Government can neither be

in bh‘uohumlu, recoived but a mon
sohool education —and a ocountry ecommon
wohool of 1800 at that—amigrated to tha Waest
when yot a boy, and commenced lo teach
sohool., Btadied law, and al the age of 98 was
admitted to practice. Continued for neoarly
twenty-five yoears in his profession and entered
political life as Benutor in 1851, whioh position
he has ever since filled.

The Will of the Late Dr., Jayne.
Dr. Davin JAyse was born in Monros county,
Pa., on the 22d of July, 1709, being nearly
gixty-seven years of age at the time of his
death, which oceurred at his residenmce on
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Third street, above Spruce,"on the 0Oth of
March last. His father was a well-known
Baptist clergyman. Having studied medioine,
he left this Btate early in life, and jfor some |
years was engaged in practice in New Jorsoy.
In 1836 he came to Philadelphia, opening a
drug store on Third street, below Market,
from which place hs subsequently moved to
his palatial establishment on Chesnut street,
above Becond, While engaged in business in
thit city he accumulated a princely fortune;
but even before his death large portions of it
were expended in the erection of buildings |
which were as ornamental to the oity as they
were gerviceable to their projector. His last
great work was the erection, at the ocorner of
Nineteenth and Chesnut streets, of one of the
handsomest private rexidence, om the conti-
nent. The will which provided for the dis-
position of his immense estate is”s0 admirably
drawn up, and so0 conscientions in all its dee
tails, that we give it in full in our issue of
today.

Rosenr Toomns,—At the age of fifty-seven,
Robert Toombs returns to "his native land a
disgraced and powerless man, There are few
more striking examples of the loss of standing
in & republic than that of the ex-SBenator from
Georgia. Ten years ago Toombs occupied a
seat in the highest body of the nation, and was
one of its most potentinl members, To-day he
returns to his native State without offieial
position, and without the prospect of securing
any. Better, like Benjamin, had he expa-
triated himself and commenced a new career
in a strange land. IHis ease is another instance
added to those of Btephens, Slidell, and the
host of brilliant intellects that were rendered
powerless because of treason.

Resgcrep.—We are glad to see that the
Senate has rejected jDr. J. J. Craven for the
position of Postmaster at Newark, N.J. Dr.
Craven is  probably known to our
readers as  the author of the highly
sensationnl work on  the “Prison Life of
Jeff. Davis,” which appeared last sum-
mer, and which took strong grounds in favor
of the “‘stern statesman.’” In the first place,
the work was such an excerable literary per-
formance as to merit decapitation for itz
author; and inthe second pluace, as he was
paid for it by being made Postmaster, it is
only proper that a loyal Senate should take
from him his wages.

MONTANA GOoLD MINFS.—This valuable and
produoctive gold region is dally becoming more
popular, Its quariz mines are undoubtedly the

intimidated nor bought off, the fight is trans-
ferred to the Treasury Department at Wash-
ington, where, in too many cases, a compro- |
mise is effected, by whicl, upon the repay-
ment of a fow of the many thousands of dollars
stolen from the Government, the parties are
permitted to go to work again, probably to
swindle the Government just as much as ever.

Every
other department of our industry is being
taxed to its utmost limits of enduranc, while
the whisky-making business sets the law at
defiance. Many of the men who are engaged
in it seem callous to all considerations of honor k
and justice. The most golemn oaths have no
binding force to restrain them; they rob the
Government with as little compunction asa
pickpocket steals a man’s purse in a crowd,
Not merely is the Government swindled, but
every honest citizen is defrauded. The taxes
which whisky-makers ought to pay, and do
not pay, are necessarily collected off of the rest
of the community, It is in effect monay taken
out of the pockets of the honest, industrions,
law-abiding citizen of the country, and put
into the pockets of swindling and perjured
law-breakers. A business so followed as the
whisky-making business now iz, ought to be-
come & stench in the nostrils of the people.
All the temperance lecturers in the country
conld not et forth so vividly the terribly de-
moralizing effects of whisky, as the whisky-
makers themselves are doing by their deflant
disregard of the law, and their shumelsss plun-
dering of the whole community,

The President of the Senate,
Tue Republican caucus has nominated Hon,
Benjumin Franklin Wade, Senator from Ohio,
a4 its candidate for the position of President
of that body. The expiration of the term of
Hon. L. 8. Foster rendered some change
nevessary, and there could none have been
made which wounld give more general satisiac-
tion to the party than that of Mr. Wade. From
the commencement of the struggle for universal
reedom he has been fully identified with the
movement, having held a seat in the Senme
or sixteen years. His long continuance in
that Chamber has made him thoronghly ac-
quainted with the duties of the position, while
his well-known and steadfast principles make
us foel well assured that, should he be called
to perform the high duties of acting President,
